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| Peace of a good Conſcience it will advance us 
above the Reach of the greateſt Troubles, and 


make our Sduls happy when our Bodies are in 
Miſery: whereas ſhould a wicked Man have 
the greateſt Proſperity in the World, he is yet . 
_ unhappy ; his Conſcience diſturbs and haunts 
him wherever he goes ; he feels not the leaſt Sa- 
tisfaction in Riches, but is in want of that 
which Wealth cannot buy; his Life is continu- 
ally uneaſy, and Death, inſtead of relieving, will 


lead him to much greater and more laſting Tor- 


ments. While to a good Man it proves only 
the exchanging of a vain and troubleſome 
World, for the delightful Regions of eternal 


_ Happineſs. A proper Conſideration on this, 


one might think, would reclaim the moſt hard- 


en'd Sinner, and make him chuſe the pleaſant 


Paths of Virtue.

kind is daily ſubject to, our Life muſt certainly 
be inſupportable; but that this is not the Caſe,

tory. Moved by the gentle Admonitions that
